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THIS HOUSE HAS HOUSED THE TOWN CLERKS’ RECORDS 
FOR 117 YEARS 


The town clerkship in Stratford has been the proud possession 
of the Fuller family for the past 117 years. The present clerk, Ed- 
na A. Fuller. has been elected to the office annually for the past 23 
years. Her father, Edward B. Fuller, served the town as clerk 
for a total of 49 years, and his father, William G. Fuller, ser- 
ved the town as clerk for 45 years. 


The late William G. Fuller had the distinction of being elected to 
the office each year by just one ballot. He was an excellent penman 
and his fine records have been the envy of all town officials. Ser- 
ving as clerk was not only a job, but a hobby as well for the elder 
Fuller, who delighted in spending all of his spare time carefully 
penning the records of the town. 

Edward B. Fuller was appointed in the year 1900, following 
the death of his father. He maintained the Fuller record of be- 
ing elected each year by one ballot and was opposed only once 
for the office, by John Pattee in 1917. In 1899 and again in 1900, 
Mr. Fuller was elected to serve as selectman and in 1935 he 
was a member of the State Legislature. 

Edna A. Fuller was elected in the year 1950 because of her 
father’s ill health. She has been elected each year without op- 
position. 

Hezekiah Fuller, a great great grandfather of the present 
clerk, came to Stratford from Maidstone, Vt., during the Rev- 
olutionary War days and cleared the present Fuller farmstead.

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Report of the Superintendent 
of Schools 


The administration and staff have been working very hard 
with the school board. local citizens and students in making an as- 
sessment of cur educational programs, the needs of our students, 
and recorrmending programs and ways of meeting these needs. 
This particular project had its beginning last July when our Suner- 
visory Union received a grant from the Federal Experimental 
Schools Program in Washington, D. C. The grant came about as a 
direct result of an application which was made by Mr. Goodson in 
March. J972. We were one of six school unions in the U. S. to be gi- 
ven such a grant. The grant was for the entire union rather than one 
district. Funds were provided for our three communities to develop 
a 5 year operational project to improve our educational programs. 
By the time the annual school meeting takes place the completed 
proposal will have been submitted to Washington. If the plan is ac- 
cepted it can provide “unds for the next five years to help us meet 
some of our most urgent needs. 


Again this year we have a large first grade of thirty-three stu- 
dents but through the cooperation of Operation Mainstream of the 
Community Action Program we have been able to utilize an aide 
to work with the first grade teacher. The second grade currently 
has two sections and plans now are to provide two sections for 
Grade 1 and Grade 3 next year. Hopefully, this can be accomplish- 
ed with the same number of staff members by departmentalizing 
the sixth grade. 


In the elementary school we have adopted a system of parent 
conferences regarding pupil progress. The recording system is 
much more complete than in the past and provides for a more 
meaningful evaluation. This procedure also provides the parents 
with information which will be of more value to them in assisting 
the learning progress of their child. 


We again have the tutoring program whereby secondary stu- 
dents who if they wish and are interested, work with younger child- 
ren under the supervision of an elementary teacher. 


The high school has been utilizing a limited number of indi- 
vidualized types of programs and practices: 


(1) ‘‘Work-site’’ - a student is employed for a portion of the 
day but still attends school and works toward his gradu- 
ation requirements 


(2) “Contingency Contracting’’ - This consists basically of 
granting certain rewards to students in return for a spe- 
cified level of performance. 


The Supervisory Union Special Education Project in coopera- 
tion with Title [ is providing aid for children with special needs in 
the areas of learning disabilities, speech, language development, 
and intellectual impairment. The needs of some students cannot 
be met by local programs and these students must be tuitioned 
outside the district. 


The Stratford Plan for meeting State Dept. of Education El- 
ementary School Minimum Standards was submitted before the be- 
ginning of this school year. 
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We have been fortunate through the cooperation of the Man- 
power Emergency Employment Agency in having the added custod- 
ial services of Mr. Darwin Fuller. Mr. Fuller’s knowledge of 
wiring, plumbing and carpentry have been extremely valuable. 
Without local funds this position will only be able to continue for a 
limited period. 


Our athletic teams have continued to compile some outstand- 
ing records. The boys’ basketball team last year reached the semi- 
finals of the state tournament and the X-Country team this fall was 
runner-up in Class S. The X-Country team in the past three years 
has been State Champion once and runner-up twice. Sam Boudle 
was the individual State Champion in Class S and has further dis- 
tinguished himself as an all round athlete by his participation in 
basketball and baseball. 


Our school and community was saddened by the death of Mr. 
Everett Morrison a member of the school board. Everett was a 
dedicated and hard working board member and a true friend of the 
school and its students. His presence and valuable contributions 
will certainly be missed. 


I personally would like to take this opportunity to thank the 
school board, the staff, and the citizens of Stratford for their excell- 
ent cooperation and support which we have received during the 
year.
